AT PORT ARTHUR 

Sea- ri Just Closed Marked as! 
One of Unusual Activity 
at the '^ort 



Port Arthur, Dee. 10.— Navigation at 
Port Arthur is now practically closed 
for the season. It has been one of 
the busiest seasons in the history 
of the port, for years this porl has 
been forging ahead and shipments of 
freight bound east and west have in- 
creased. 

The grain business here has been a 
rush all season. Port Arthur visitors 
shipping out millions of bushels. in 
the freight business the Canadian 
Northren has surpassed all expecta- 
tions. 

This summer the company hail live 
sheds in commission, an d even witli 
the increased accommodation at times 
there was a bunching of steamers. A 
permanent staff of over 400 men were 
given employment. A number of 
steamers also plied lu re with steel 
rails, giving employment to a large 
number id' men. The greatest growtli 
of business was in coal bundling. This 
season scores of large American liners 
plied here with cargoes of fuel for the 
Northwest. Over 5oO,OnO tons of black 
dlamons were handled. This is a new 
industry for Port Arthur, and has re- 
sulted in placing tin 1 city in the front 
us one of the leading shipping ports 
on the Great Lakes. 

The last steamer to (dear from the 
elevators was the Weston, which left 
after loading 100,000 bushels of wheat. 
One more boat will take a cargo. She 
is at the dock now awaiting orders 
fur storage'. She will winter hero 
whether she gets a cargo of grain or 
not. The steamer Hurunlc closed the 
season for passenger steamers. The 
closing of the' season has been one of 
the best experienced by captains for 
years, the weather being Ideal, ami 
not on,, accident hns happened. 



Bloomsburg, Pa., Dec. 11. — High 
water tonight caused the collapse of a 
DOW bridgj in course of erection over 
the we.-t branch of the Susquehanna 
river at M iff llnville, eight miles north 
of here, anil resulted in the death of 
seven men and the injury of nearly a 
scor,. of others, two perhaps fatally. 

Forty men were at work on the, 
traveller on the middle spa, of the 
structure when it collapsed, hey were 
ull thrown into the swollen river. 

The collapse of the bridge was 
caused by the rapid rise in the river 
The water rose during the day at thi 
rate of almost one foot an hour, and 
debris carrii d down the stream by the 
Hoods struck the false work of the 
bridge and caused Its collapse. This 
theory is supported by the statement of 
cr.e of the workmen, who say.-? thai a 
large tree trunk struck the false work 
just before the bridge fell. The acci- 
dent occurred just at nightfall, fehen, 
the men were preparing to abandon! 
their work. As a result the work of 
rescuing those who were thrown into 
the water and caught In the mass of 
twisted iron and steel was greatly re- 
tarded. 

The second span of the Orldpe was 
being erected, and it was this sec- 
tion that fell with the big traveler. 
The bodies of four of those killed 
were found lying on the surface of the 
water, entangled in the twisted gird- 
ers and iron work, but the others have 
not been found, flue of the most mira- 
culous escapes was that of Win. Nes- 
bltt, who was caught in the iron work' 
and held a prisoner for an hour, with 
bis mouth and chin above the water, 
before being resetied. 

The bridge was being built by the 
state to replace one carried away in 
a freshlet in 1903. Superintendent 
Lnwtnn, In charge of the construction, 
and who was on the bridge when it 
fell, says that he has not been able to 
ascertain the cause of the collapse, 
aside from the washing nf the false I 
work by high water. 

Disastrous Floods. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 10.— Loss of life! 
and damage to property is reported j 
from central ami eastern points In the j 
state by Hoods caused by the heavy 
rain storms of the past few days. The 
Delaware, Susquehanna and .Schuyl- 
kill rivers are rising rapidly, and small 
streams throughout the coal regions 
have overflowed their banks, flooding 
mines, causing cave-ins and doing 
great damage to railroad and other 
property. Many bridges in course of 
erection have been destroyed, and hun- 
dreds id' people thrown out of work by 
the (dosing down of factories and 
mines, due to the floods. 



Southampton, Dec. 10.— The North 
German Lloyd line steamer Ki'.jnit- 
laud, from Antwerp December 7 for 
New York, which broke her shaft oil 
the Scilly islands on Sunday last, was 
towed into this port this afternoon. 
The accident to the Kroonlaud occur- 
red during a gale, as the passengers 
were turning in for the' night. 'the 
vessel suddenly quivered, tools several 
plunges that threw almost everybody 
aboard off his feet, and then slowed 
dowtl.

Gives Evidence Connecting the 
Prisoner With Murder 
of Goebel 



Georgetown, Ky., Dee. 10.— Henry 13. 
Youtsey, wdio is under a life sentence 
for complicity in the assassination of 
William Goebel, on the witness stand 
today in the Caleb Powers trial, said 
that' he had talked with Dr. W. I! . 
Johnson in the hitter's olllce about the 
killing of Governor Goebel, and of the 
purchase by himself of smokeless cart- 
ridges in Cincinnati. He said before 
the cartridges were ordered Johnson 
became impatient and said he could 
shoot Goebel with ids pistol from the 
Secretary of State's window, cursing 
Goebel at the time. 

Youtsey told of the plot against Goe- 
bel. He gave a detailed account of 
events leading up to the tragedy, and 
told of the preparations he had made 
for tile shooting. It was Youtsey who 
met .las. Howard, who is alleged to 
have done the shooting, upon his ar- 
rival at Frankfort. Youtsey told of 
placing guns in Powers' office, id! 
raising the window and drawing the 
curtain, of pointing out Goebel as he 
passed the capitol, of seeing Howard 
aim at Goebel. He then left the room 
and heard the crack of the rifle as he 
was descending the stairs. The wit- 
ness connected Powers directly with 
the tragedy by stating that lie fixed 
the door for entrance of the assassin 
and approved of the plan. 

In his testimony lie also gave very 
damaging testimony against former 
Governor Taylor, State Treasurer Day, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
W. ,1. Davidson, W. W. II. Cullom, and 
others connected witli the state ad- 
ministration. Tlie witness said that 
Taylor dictated a letter to him ask- 
ing for Howard to come to frankfort 
to do the job, and he stated that iie 
would give $1,500, a pardon and a mili- 
tary escort to lb.' mountains to the 
man who would kill Goebel. 

Youtsey identified the original affi- 
davit which he gave Powers while 
both were in Hip Louisville jail. In 
the document Youtsey made oath that 
be knew nothing against Powers to 
connect him in any way witli the as- 
sassination of Coebel. Til" fiffidavlt, 
the witness stated, was given to Pow- 
ers at his request for the purpose of 
getting Powers a new trial, as his 
ease was then pending In the court of 
nppeals. An agreement purporting to 
have been civen Youtsey by Powers 
for the nflidnvit, was also pnl in evi- 
dence. The agreement was to the ef- 
fect thai the affidavit made by Yout- 
sey for Powers should not be made 
public and should be returned to Yout- 
sey in fifteen dnys. Youtsev state,] 
thnt he knew when he made the state- 
ments sworn to In the affidavit, that 
they were false, and thai Powers 
knew It too. but Powers said iie must 
have it to gel a new hearing. He 
said Powers wrote the agreement. 

Rnbof Work in Toronto. 
Toronto. Dec. 10, — Two hundred men 
applied at the city hall for work this 
morning. Relief work will be started 
at the sand pits tomorrow, $2,000 being 
voted for the purpose.

Washington, D. C, Dec 10.— The. ad- 
jutant general hits received the follow- 
ing relative to the situation at Gold- 
I field, Nov., from Col. Reynolds, com- 
j mander of the troops now in the mln- 
' ing camp, under date of yesterday: 
I "On arrival here, the district was 
1 orderly except for those mines not. in 
I operation. Business and other condi- 
tions are normal. No disturbances 
worthy of notice occurred since. Sev- 
eral authorities here have been con- 
sulted. They state they are not being 
interfered witii in their functions. 1 
have not assumed control, except to ask 
them to inform me frequently of tho 
state of affairs. A general feeling of 
safety prevails from the presence of 
the troops. The differences between 
the mine operators and miners have 
not been settled. Operators are going 
to open their mines this week. When 
tills occurs I fear there will bo trou- 
ble."

' seldom that we hear of tho British 
Premier being without material of 
, sort at his easy command. But • in 
Britain, men of ability and power can 
-get seats in Parliament even if they 
do not live, in the riding- they seek to 
represent, and it they lack the. .gift o£ 
•'mixing" well with tho people. They 
take their public duties seriously there 
and trv to select men of serious worth 
I to sit in tho council of the nation. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler may plead that 
he "didn't know it was loaded," but 
there can ho no question that John 
' Bull thinks he has been hit in a deli- 
cate part of his anatomy by the 
French-Canadian treaty. A special 
cable despatch from London reads as 
follows: 

Prof. Hewlns, secretary of the Tariff 
Reform League, circulates in the press 
a lengthy analysis of the Franco-Can- 
adian treaty. He points out that Can- 
ada, In a number of Instances, has 
gone below the Intermediate tariff, 

'■ sometimes below the Brltlshlratoa al- 
together, thus materially reducing the 

' preference, lie criticizes the ware- 
housing and transhipment clauses and 
emphasizes bow the extension ol 
treaties to other countries must sub- 
ject the British trade with Canada to 
far more strenuous competition in *he 
absence of a British reciprocal agree- 
ment. 

On all sides the Federal government 
Is being urged to so shape its policy as 
to ensure the building up In Canada of 
n great paper manufacturing Industry 
i — the legislation necessary to accom- 
plish this being, of course, the placing 
of an export duty on pulp. The Mon- 
treal Star says that what is wanted 
tit Ottawa just now is "long-headed 
and clear-sighted and courageous 
Statesmanship," and continues: 

The proper handling of this situation 
by the Canadian government should 
result in transferring the entire paper 
industry to Canada for, as we have a 
monopoly of the raw material, we can 
command a monopoly of Its manufac- 
ture. Thus, wo will get work for Can- 
adian worlclngmen and proilts for Can- 
adian capital and prestige for the Can- 
adian name; and all by the perfectly 
legitimate use of our ratural advant- 
ages. Other industries depending upon 
the forest for their raw material, 
should be in much the same position. 
AVe ought gradually to get tho bulk 
of them. It will pay them better to 
manufacture near the "mine" and ship 
onlv the finished products to the Am- 
erican cities than to carry the bulky 
raw material, with all its waste, to 
-'their "plants" scattered throughout tho 
Union. 

Canada Is now suffering to a not in- 
considerable degree from a temporary 
geographical disability— our next door 
1 neighbor sending us an army of un- 
employed who, though welcome at any 
other season of the year, are at pres- 
ent embarrassing guests. It may be 
unkind to say so, but this Is a time 
when we should like to be separated 
from the United States in such a way 
as to retard an Influx of "undesirables." 
It would .appear from the following, 
Trom the Toronto News, that the un- 
employed problem in that city Is a 
serious one: 

There can be no doubt that there is 
already a largo number of unemployed 
men in Toronto. Some four hundred 
congregate nightly to see the advertise- 
ments of the evening papers. Most, if 
not all Of these, are unemployed, al- 
though they are not all by any means 
recent arrivals. The total number of 
unemployed in Toronto at present is 
not known and cannot be known with- 
out a census of the unemployed pro- 
perly taken. In order to render relief 
where' it is needed prompt .and effica- 
cious, and In order to save probably a 
large number from sinking Into an 
unemployable class to form a future 
burden upon and problem for the com- 
munity, it would be extremely advant- 
ageous if a committee analogous to the 
Central Unemployed Foard in London 
was formed, consisting of representa- 
tives of the charitable societies, or per- 
haps the existing Charities' board 
would act as such a board. 

Of course all sensible people have 
always known that it was the veriest 
rubbish to suggest that the party which 
happened for the time to be In charge 
of the public affairs of the country 
should be credited with creating u 
period of national prosperity, but our 
Liberal friends having studiously i ul- 
tlvated this belief In the minds' of the 
electorate, now rind themselves in an 
unpleasant predicament, which the 
Montreal Gazette alludes to In the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

Some Liberals appear to be affected 
with an anxiety lest Slv Wilfrid Lau- 
rler should be blamed for tho financial 
collapse,. Their nervousness la caus- 
I less. The 'inly occasion for thinking 
'■ of Sir Wilfrid Laurler In the connec-

Japanese Companies Find it Necessary 
to Rearrange Business and Sent 
Agent to Investigate 

The reorganization of marine insur- 
ance business in Japan is to be un- 
dertaken at orve, according u> advices 
from Toklo. Mr. Uirao, of the Tokio 
.Marine Insurance company, is ex- 
pected to arrive lute shortly on his 
way to London to Investigate the sys- 
tem of working the British and con- 
tinental marine insurance companies, 
and a conference has been called of 
the Japanese companies to reform the 
business and put it on a sound foot- 
ing. The Osaka Malnlchl brings the 
charge against marine insurance 
companies that they take risks at 40 
per cant, below the association rate; 
indeed, since the starting of the Kobe 
Marine Insurance, company, and the 
increase of competition, the rate has 
sometimes fallen 55 per lent. beloW 
the association rate, besides Sunn 
further allowances at the end of the 
term. The amount of premiums does 
not increase in proportion to the 
amount insured, while the working 
expenses of almost all the companies 
are considerably increased, and it is 
doubtful if any of the companies are 
on a really paying basis. Then the 
frequent disasters since last winter 
have involved the business of marine 
insurance in meat ditticulty, and have 
rendered it quite impossible to ar- 
range reinsurances with foreign com- 
panies at the rates formerly quoted. 

Tlie Asalii, which also has an arti- 
cle on marine insurance, says the 
disasti rs to Japanese steamers have 
a larmingly inerea^i tl of late, t he 
total amount of insurance effected on 
steamers lost or damaged during tie' 
prc-tent half-year being estimated a' 
$750,000. When the losses of insur- 
ance companies from January last arc' 
added, the figures uia> not be less 
than $1,500,000. The Japanese com- 
panies always effect reinsurance with 
London offices, so that the loss suf- 
fered by the Japanese companies may 
be comparatively small. but besides 
the loss upon the Vessels, the Japa- 
nese companies are liable for the loss 
of cargo, the detail.- ..i which are kept 
secret, as a rule. It is generally ad- 
mitted, however, that tlie losses of 
the marine insurance companies this 
year are larger than for some years 
past. 



The steamer Alaskan, once well 
known In this port as the steam - 
schooner Mischief, a pioneer of the 
west coast trade, drove ashore near 
Capo Mudge on Monday morning, 
bound from Ketchikan to Seattle. She 
was skirting the shoreline during ' the 
heavy weather, and struck an outly- 
ing reef. The crew is not in danger, 
and it is expected the vessel will he 
boated. Mr. Black, of the Seattle 
Hardware company, the Paget Sound 
agent, lias despatched a steamer to 
her assistance. 

The scene of the accident is at the 
southern point of Quadra island, at 
the eastern side of the entrance to 
Discovery passage. A boulder beach 
drives out for a distance of four ca- 
bles from a cliff 230 feet high, on 
which the Cupe Mudge light is lo- 
cated, and a stony reef extends to the 
eastward, with shallow patches of 

f • or live fathoms at a distance id' 

one and one-half miles from the 
southern point of the cape. The (lood 
3tream setting over this reef causes 
a dangerous race some distance off it. 

The stranded vessel, then the Mis- 
chief, was built in 1885 at Yaquina 
bay, from where she operated until 
IS90, when she came to Victoria to 
become a sealer, and later was used 
as a tender to the sealing fleet in 
Bering sea. The late ('apt. II. R. 
foote, who was drowned in the lost 
Islander in Stephens passage, Alas- 
ka, vvas In command of her, and In 
1893 took her to Alaska, she being the 
first vessel to carry a cargo of 
British goods to the Yukon port after 
the Russian occupation thirty years 
before. The Alaskan afterward ran 
between Victoria and west coast ports 
and during the Klondike rush went to 
search for possible survivors of the 
lost schooner Laura drey, which 
foundered off Clay<fnuot, drowning 38 
people, when bound to the Koyokuk 
river from Seattle. 

After being tied up at Victoria for 
some years the .Mischief was sold to 
a syndicate and taken to Ketchikas, 
being lengthened and fitted with 
housework ami another deck, and, 
under the name of Alaskan, she ran 
from Ketchikan. She is owned by the 
Alaskan company. The vessel is SO 
feet long. IS. 7 feet beam and 7.4 feet 
deep, ami of LIS tons gross tonnage.

SAILORS DISAPPEAR. 

Difficulties of Shipmaster Who 
Avoided Payment of "Blood Money." 

Capt. Halner, a new master of tho 
bark Sea King, is having trouble in 
getting a crew, owing to his endeavor 
to ship men without paying the usual 
"blood money" to the boarding-house 
masters. In the various ports of the 
coast the boarding masters are well 
organized, according to masters and 
sailors. A captain who defies their 
Influence and sets about shipping a 
crew without consulting a boarding 
master and paying a bonus for each 
man Is undertaking a considerable 
task. Capt. Hainer, believing that 
many men will In' out of work be- 
cause of the- financial flurry, is said 
to have dodged the boarding master, 
witli the result that his men have 
mysteriously been disappearing over 
night. 

Three or four times have four or 
five men of a crew been taken aboard 
the Sen King, only to bo missing next 
morning. As the vessel is still load- 
ing and needed at the dock, It is an 
easy matter for the men to slip over 
tho side and go up town if once they 
are properly persuaded. So far, ac- 
cording to reports from Bellingham, 
the Sea King has shipped no sailors, 
although many have been aboard for 
a short time.

PROVIDING WflHK 

FOR UNEMPLOYED 

The Vancouver Council Votes 
$3,000 fofDpening Up of 
New Streets 



Vancouver, Doc. 10. — At a .street 
mass meeting of tlie unemployed to- 
day the declaration was made that be- 
tween two and three hundred men 
were! sleeping outside every night. 
Warning was given that Seattle unem- 
ployed must not come to Vancouver. 

Two hundred men then paraded to 
the city hall, where a special meeting 
of the council decided to appropriate 
$3,000 for relief work, opening new 
streets, the rate of wages being twen- 
ty cents per hour. 

The old police station building Is be- 
ing arranged for a sleeping place, and 
the aldermen will ask the government 
to start large clearing work on the 
provincial lands at Point Grey this 
winter to provide work. The ques- 
tion will now solve itself, it is ex- 
pected. 

At last evening's meeting of the 
council Mr, -Maclean and V. Mldgely 
spoke, on behalf of the unemployed. 
The former severely condemned the 
employment agencies, it being stated 
that many of the men could give 
glaring instances of deception. The 
organization would like to see all the 
local licenses cancelled and the city 
take up the whole work through a 
municipal bureau. It would then he 
impossible for the "skinning" practices 
now In vogue to continue. Referring to 
the Armstrong demand for laborers, 



His worship said that at a public 
meeting in Cedar Cove recently the 
remark bad been made that "We 
wanted another Washington here." 
The moaning of such a remark was 
plain, and the council would not toler- 
ate any such spirit. 

As far as work was concerned, the 
council was probably willing- to help 
every case which deserved assistance. 
But it should be remembered that in 
the city were many taxpayers who 
were In as difficult a position as the 
men who bad recently conic hero, and 
their wants would have to be iirst at- 
tended to. It was also true that the 
police were driving men from Seattle 
who were not wanted there, and they 
were coming to Vancouver because o£ 
the cheap transportation rates. Tha 
council absolutely refused to counten- 
ance any scheme which took on men 
without question concerning them.

The army of the unemployed was de- 
clared to lie tile worst possible enemy 
of local peace and order. If relief was 
not provided the men were liable to 
become criminals, not because they 
wanted to occupy that position, hut be- 
cause they were forced to the situa- 
tion. The members of the council 
should, when they returned to their 
comfortable homes, remember that 
there were hundreds of men in the city 
who were without rout' or shelter, ade- 
quate food or clothing. And It was 
not alone these men. There were wives 
and children concerned. Mr. Mldgely 
stated-that the city by its silence had 
tacitly consented to the glowing in- 
ducements held out to the men t 
enme to the coast. Now they vver 
here, it was up to tlie council to help 
them out of their condition. If such 
action was refused the speaker refus- 
ed tn Vie responsible for the action of 
his followers. It was a question of 
steal or starve with the men. If he 5 was 
sent back to the men without promise 
of assistance, although he had coun- 
selled moderation, he could not say 
what the men would do. As to the re- 
lief work, the speaker insisted, if the 
plan was followed, that the men 
wanted the standard wage. They might 
be placed on half-time, but the full 
wage should he given. 

Mayor Bethune commented that the 
address of the first speaker had been 
much more welcome to the council 
than the more violent utterances of 
Die latter. He asked where tlie men 
connected with the organization came 
from, to which .Mr. Midgloy answered 
that they were mostly old country- 
men.

Vancouver, Dec. 10. — Col. Ludofsky, 
formerly In command of a Cossack 
regiment, and who Is the author of a 
project to locate thousands of his 
less fortunate countrymen on farms 
in Quebec, Manitoba, Alberta and 
British Columbia, returned last night 
on the Empress liner from a trip to 
Japan. He was unsuccessful In sec- 
uring any colonists there. It had boon 
his intention to pay the passages of 
scores of ex-Russian soldiers and 
exiles who had found a refuge in tlie 
Mikado's kingdom after tlie late war 
between Russia and Japan. On 
reaching Tokiu his agents reported 
that virtually all these people with 
the exception of the political exiles 
bad been voluntarily removed to Sib- 
eria, the transportation charges having 
been paid by the Russian authorities. 
Tlie Colonel, nothing daunted, will 
now confine his efforts to securing 
Colonists In Old Russia and Circassia. 
He left for tlie east today. 

"My mission to Japan was a failure'' 
said he at the Hotel Vancouver today. 
"Nearly all tlie Russians 1 could llnd 
over there are engaged in trade and 
did not care to leave the country. As 
the exiles had the reputation of being 
an undesirable class of people who had 
escaped from the penal settlement on 
Saghallen island, I thought they 
would be unwelcome in Canada, and 
hence made no overtures to them. If 
rumor is true, many of them had been 
sentenced to penal servitude for life 
for murder and other crimes. 

"I shall reach home in January, and 
then arrange to bring out several 
hundred colonists to my farms in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. The receiving home for 
those destined for this province will 
be located in South Vancouver, on tlie 
Frascr river, east of Eburne. Its con- 
struction will be started early next 
spring. My aim is to pay their fares 
locate them on farm lands and let 
them re-pay me as soon as they get 
on their feet. My colony near Joliette, 
north of Montreal, is very nourishing."

Could 
a commission of arbitrators, appointed 
as suggested by British Columbia, be 
more competent to deal with this ques- 
tion than the members of that confer- 
ence. What was the purpose of ulftt 
conference which sat here in Ottawa'.' 
It whs to settle tliis very question.. 
They considered it thoroughly and re- 
solved: | 

That in view of the large area, geo- 
graphical position and very exceptional 
physical features of the province of 
Brtish Columbia, it is the opinion of 
this conference, that the said province 
should receive a reasonable additional 
allowance for the purposes of civil gov- 
ernment, in excess of the provisions 
made in the Quebec resolutions of 1902,

Mr. Fielding and some of his sub- 
sidized organs arc distressed and dis- 
heartened because of my attitude in 
respect of the llnanciul relations he- j 
tWeeri British Columbia and the Do- j 
minion. Prom 1902 to 1901 1 made a 
pretty' careful study of this subject and | 
in the latter year I made the follow- 
ing pledge to that province. 

'Let me say that 1 have made much 
thought to the conditions in British 
Columbia, which, in your opinion, call 
for special attention in considering 
the llhanlcal relations between the Do- 
minion and that province, 
not only that these conditions 
ceptlonal and peculiar to the situation 
and physical character of your pro- 
vince, but also that they are perman- 
ent in their nature. In my opinion they 
are such as to command immediate in- 
qulrv and investigation, to the end that 
any injustice clearly established may 
be "immediately relieved.' 

Nothing has since occurred which in 
my opinion takes"' away tile binding 
Character c'f that pledge and uring my 
recent campaign I told the people of 
British Columbia that it still held good. 

Now. sir, the hon. gentleman says 
that since he spoke as he did in 1904 
nothing lias occurred which in Ills 
opinion takes away the binding char- 
acter of that pledge. Why, sir, every- 
thing has occurred to remove the bind- 
ing character nf that pledge. My hon. 
friend Is aware, everybody is aware, 
that that question was considered in 
this house not later than hist session, 
that a new arrangement was made 
with .the provinces to which they were 
all parties, and not a word of dissent 
from It was henrd on the floor of this 
house, and that the resolutions have 
since received the sanction of an im- 
perial act of parliament, 

Mr. R. L. Borden. And which struck 
out the words "finni and unalterable." 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Where? 
Mr. R. L. Borden, in the body of 
tho act, I understood. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Not in the 
body C'f the act; but I will toll the hon. 
gentleman what took place. This ques- 
tion of provincial subsidies has been 
one of the most dangerous questions' 
which this confederation has ever 
had to deal with. From the first the 
arrangement which was made was not 
satisfactory to any province. It was 
satisfactory to certain provinces that 
the provinces should be allowed to 
share In the revenue collected by the 
Dominion; but the arrangement em- 
bodied In the Act of Confederation 
was that that portion of the re- 
venue to be allowed by the 
Dominion to the provinces should 
be fixed and permanent according to 
the population of 1861. I say that this 
arrangement was one of the weakest i 
points in the Act of Confederation. It 
brought confederation indeed, upon 
more than one occasion, perilously 
near to a dissolution. The ink of the 
Act of Confederation of 1SG7 was 
scarcely dry when the provision there 
unacted was violated in favor of Nova 
Scotia; the year after it was violated 
ill favor of New Brunswick; and year 
Oifter year new arrangements were 
made, now with one province, now 
with another province. Such a course 
must have been extremely mischiev- 
ous. When special provision was made 
With one province, it created jealousy 
in another, and immediately that other 
province made a demand for similar 
treatment. This went on from year 
to year until the province:; themselves 
came to the point of protesting against 
it, and asked for a readjustment of 
Ihe subsidies. In 1SS7 a conference of 
the provinces took place at the city 
of Quebec, and they asked for a new 
settlement. Another conference' took 
place some years afterwards, and a 
third and a fourth; and after we had 
been ten years In office we determined 
to have a last conference here in rho. 
city o.f Ottawa with the Domini ui 
authorities with a view 
a dual and permanent settlement 
that question. This conference took 
place here in the city of Ottawa, in the 
month of October, lHOfi. A! It all the 
provinces were represented,, and it 
will not he out of place that I should; 
give to the house the composition of 
that, representation. 

Sir Wilfrid then read the names of 
the members of the conference and the 
resolutions adopted. 

These resolutions were passed unani- 
mously by the representatives of the 
provinces there assembled and were 
assented to by tho Dominion govern- 
ment. British Columbia had a special 
claim based uixin Us m mntainous char- 
acter, vast territory, and sparse popula- 
tion, and all the members of the con- 
ference, both the provincial and the 
Dominion members agreed that It was 
Just and equitable that British Co- 
lumbia should have a Special allow- 
ance apart from all the others. The 
only question at Issue was what should 
he the amount of that allowance. Bri- 
tish Columbia demanded in Its mem- 
orial that the question shoul be de- 
termined by a commission or a com- 
mittee of arbltraton to be composed 
of three members— one to be appointed 
hy the Dominion government; one by 
British Columbia, and the third by tho 
Imperial government. This question 



from tho year 1902, ho has given a 
good deal of .attention to this ques- 
tion, lie tells us that from 1902 to 
1901 lie made in the city of Ottawa a 
pretty careful study of this subject,. 
Hut if he had made for two years a 
deep study of this subject, when it 
came before the house for settlement, 
was the time for him to give the. coun- 
try the benefit of this stud:,. He said, 
however, not a word on this subject. 
It seemed to him, as it did to every- 
body else, that the arrangement was 
a. fair one. But lie went to British. 
Columbia and there he came within 
the magnetic Influence of Mr. Mc- 
Bride, and he swallowed the bait that 
Mr. McBride offered him. .My hon. 
colleague Ihe minister of Finance (Mr. 
Fielding) called it a bribe. What else 
could it be called? 

Mr. Fielding spoke later In the de- 
bate and the following is what he Is 
reported to have said; "Now I turn 
to the attitude of my hon. friend, the 
leader of the opposition In British Co- 
ou claim I lumbla. He goes to British Colum- 
I bia and tries to disturb the arrange- 
ment made at that conference amongst 
the provincial premiers of the Do- 
minion. I complain of the hon. gentle- 
man in this, not only that what he 
did was a disturbance in itself, but 
that he conveyed the impression to the 
people of British Columbia that this 
was a quarrel between the British 
Columbia E-overnment and the Liberal 
party. He tried to lead the people of 
British Columbia to believe that they 
were being oppressed by the govern- 
ment of my right hon. friend (Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier) and that when the hon. 
gentleman himself (Mr. R. L. Borden) 
and his friends came into power, 
they would grant relief from this 
thing that the Liberals were doing. 
That is the chief offense that I lay 
at his door. He knows he was not 
fair, he was candid in no speaking. 
Who composed this convention? Who 
agreed to this scheme of distribution? 
Foremost among them was the Prime 
Minister of the Conservative province 
of Ontario. All tho governments of 
the Dominion are not In harmony with 
the Dominion government of today; 
I and 1 suppose that it is not at all likely 
that all the provincial governments 
will be In harmony with the Dominion 
government at any time. We had at 
this conference in Ottawa, Mr. Whit- 
ney, the Premier of Ontario; Mr. Foy, 
Attorney General; Mr. Matheson, 
Treasurer. We had Mr. Roblin, prem- 
ier and Mr. Colin Cambell, Attorney 
General, representing the great Con- 
servative province of Manitoba. We 
had also, representing the other prov- 
ince.-, their premiers and ministers 
names are well known. McBride was 
here to represent British Columbia; lie 
is the head of a Conservative govern- 
ment. He came forward with a deter- 
mination Halt nothing you could do 
for him would satisfy him. Tt is evi- 
dent that lie had come to get 'an ar- 
rangement for British Columbia; lie 
had come there fo find a grievance. . 
He did not want to agree to anything | [ 
that the conference would otrree upon. 
He said: I want a Royal Commission 
to look into the ease of British Co- 
lumbia. Now there was no 
reason why we should grant a Royal 
f | Commission to one province and not 
another. This was a matter, as I have 
I said, which had been agitated for 
twenty years The provinces needed 
■ the money. The time was ripe, not for 
commissions and further inquiry, but 
| for action. If It was right that Mr. 
I McBride should be given a commission 
I for British Columbia, why should not 
Mr. Whitney say: I am not satisfied 
I with this arrangement, and 1 want a 
i Royal Commission to investigate fur I 
l Ontario? And so with the premier of 
Quebec, the premier of Nova Scotia j 
and the rest. To granl a commission 
meant a disturbance of the arrange- I 
ment. My right hon. friend (Sir Wil- j 
fried Laurier) said yesterday that no j 
commission was better qualified I 
deal with the question than were tl 
men at the conference. They wet 
men who hail a general knowledge , 
the affairs of the Dominion. The, 
were not prompted by an ungenerous parently 
spirit inwards British Columbia. I anything 
can speak of that with the most per- ' of a, ci 
feet certainty. I have said elsewhere 
and I repent now, that 1 <vent to some 
of the members of flat conference be- 
fore it assembled and ask them to con- 
sider British Columbia's claims an fav- 
orably as possible, to strain a point in 
, her favor, and treat her generously. 
lnK , I And I am glad to say that 'they were 
disposed to do that, and that a propo- 
sition was made to treat British Co- 
lumbia generously. I do not want to i 
pander to any particular section of the ; 
Dominion. British Columbia Li a big, 
rich province. Her people are not. a i 
party of children, and 1 do not believe | 
they need a Baby Act for their pro- I 
tection. They cante into confedera- I 
t ion of their own free will, and If they 
are asked to live up to their bargain 
they have no rigid to complain. Hut 
when the peculiar condition was 
known, and the other provinces were 
disposed to treat: them generously and 
liberally, the premier of British Co- 
lumbia should have responded and ac- 
cepted the consideration with which 
he was treated, He wanted a com- 
mission and the matter was consider- 
ed. The conference considered It, Mr. 
Whitney considered It. Again I say, 
the leader of the opposition has done 
his best to make the people of British 
Columbia believe that this was a quar- 
rel between Sir \yilfrid Laurier and 
the province of British Columbia. It 
was not. Mr. right lion, friend the 
prime minister took" no part In that- 
transaction that was not heartily sup- 
ported by the Hon. J. P. Whitney and 
all the other Conservatives present at 
that conference. And that, conference; 
not a Liberal conference, but made up 
in the manner I have described, having 



Mr. Fielding— It was a money claim 
for property. But the claim .if Mr. Mc- 
Bride was a money claim, not for 
property. Does my hen. friend see 
the difference? 

Mr. R. L. Borden— No. I do not. 
Mr. Fielding — Then 1 am sorry 
for it. 1 think If the Dominion 
of Canada bad a property trans- 
action with any Individual, 
that individual might claim the right 
to go to a court or an arbitration ami 
seo whether lie could get justice, and 
if the arbitration or court awarded 
him $100,000, no province In the Do- 
minion, as a province, would feel it 
had thereby any grievance. But if 
thero was a treaty as to subsidies be- 
tween tho provinces, and then some 
scheme was devised whereby one 
province would get something and the 
other province would get nothing, that 
is quite a different transaction. 

Mr. R. L. Borden— If it depended on 
a treaty, how could you alter that 
treaty without the consent of Britisli 
| Columbia? 

.Mr. Fielding — 1 do no say there was 
a treaty. I say you could not Insist 
upon a large number of provinces 
coming to an absolute agreement, you 
could not expect it. We took nothing 
away from British Columbia. 

.Mr. It. L. Borden— Tho honorable 
gentleman does not understand my 
question. If the award was to be 
upon the ground of a treaty, how can 
you alter that treaty without the con- 
sent of Briish Columbia? 

Mr. Fielding — The honorable gentle- 
man Is proposing to do it absolutely 
without the consent of the other 
provinces. I say the attitude of the 
Dominion government in the matter 
was absolutely fair. We said to these 
provinces: Now, there may not be 
absolute harmony among you, al- 
though wo wish there could be. But 
whatever you agree upon, fry to bo 
unanimous. If you can agree ■ as to 
what is 'fair and reasonable we will 
tako -the responsibility of asking for 
the legislation. 

Mr. R. L. Borden — Did the province 
of British Columbia, through its 
Prime Minister, agree that the ques- 
tion as to its right to arbitration 
-should be determined hy the Prime 
Minister of the other provinces? 

Mr. Fielding — There was no ques- 
tion as to tin- right of British Colum- 
bia to arbitration. How can the hon- 
orable gentleman say tin. re was any 
question of right? lie may give any 
body a privilege if he likes, but there 
was never any question of tho right 
of British Columbia to arbitration. 

Mr. It. L. Borden — I understood that 
tho question was left to the members 
of the conference composed of the 
prime ministers and their colleagues 
from all the provinces; that question 
was left to them to determine, and 
they decided adversely to Ihe prov- 
ce of British Columbia. Now what 
do not know, and what I am desir- 
ous of ascertaining is, whether the 
province of British Columbia, through 
its Prime Minister, consented that 
that question should be but to the ad- 
judication of these gentlemen, and tu 
be bound by their determination .' 
Mr. Fielding— No, it did not. 
Mr. R. L. Borden— 1 thought so. 
Mr. Fielding- — I presume -my honor- 
able friend will not pretend anything 
to the contrary.

One hears no such remarks nowadays.

I river, and the three cuttings between 
1 Tientsin and Tongku, assisted hy con- 
1 stunt dredging, have given, gem-rally 
speaking, a J 2-foot channel, At a result 
lot' the cuttings, land with crops grow- 
ing on it is now to be seen in some 
portions of the old bed of the river. 
Whilst the river itself was thus greatly 
Improved from the point of view of nav- 
igation, its utility was somewhat scri- 
I ously impaired by steamers having df- 
i llently In crossing the Taku liar, it be- 
came a matter of great concern, and 
with characteristic fortitude the subject 
was tackled. The method adopted was 
that of dragging a roller rake across the j 
I bar and letting the spoil thus stirred | 
! up bo carried away with the fide. The 
j work was undertaken by Mr. Ferguson, 
' ul the Imeprial Maritime customs, whose 
! services were lent by the inspector-gen- 
eral. Tin- improvement In the depth of 
water on the bar has been considerable, 
amounting, I believe, to a channel 100 
feet wide with a depth "f water II feet 
greater than before. Whilst, however, 
steamers have thus found it easier to 
get into the river, there has been less 
water Inside, and consequently greater 
| difficulty In getting up to or away 
1 from the bund. The englneer-in-eliief 
of the Halho Conservancy believes that 
j if the projected fourth cutting Is made 
a depth of :; feet more would he se- 
cured. From all local evidence and 
from Indications pointed out to mo there 
is less water in the river this year than 
Inst season, and the reason Is confidently 
stated to be the fact that the extra .1 
I feet of depth on the bar Rives a freer 
flow of water out of the river. If such 
Is Indeed the reason, then It seems cer- 
tain that more dredging work will have 
to be done In the river and so make Its 
bed proportionate to the new channel 
over the bar. The wdiole matter Is of 
vital Importance to the trade of Tientsin 
and the commercial community, and so, 
unfortunately, is the cost. Already 
considerable, it looks ns ' -ough It would 
have to In- swollen still further. Two 
years ago, in June, 1905, meetings were 
held In Tientsin to authorize the eollee- I 
Hon of the necessary funds. Address- j 
lag one of these meetings, J. M. Dick-

"Those characteristics have brought It 
up lo the position It has attained. Its 
trade figures are . highly respectable. 
The settlements, and especially the Brit- 
ish settlement, betoken n scale of luxury 
and magnificence that may well be emu- 
lated. The line new club, the many 
handsome new houses — tho red brick 
development that tins seized on tbe 
plsce — the ronds and other public 
works show a high standard of excel- 
lence. The foreign community in gen- 
eral constitutes a class of which many 
cities might be proud. Capable In busi- 
ness, manly in snort, it adds to these 
characteristics th^ kind of old-time hos- 
plttlity that made China hospitality 
proverbial for half a century. It has a 
line future before It as Chlnn opens out 
and development proceeds, that It will 
not full fo seize its opportunities may, 
I think, bo taken ns evident."

i mi September 21st the pojiulatiuii of 
Rotterdam reached 100,000, a steady 
advance since 1 830. when tin.. Inhabit- 
ants numbered only 72.201. says a re- 
cent United Slabs consular report. In 
the past seven and a half years over 
Kb, 000 have been added, and it is evi- 
dent that the next census, to be taken 
on December 31, 1009, will show a 
further huge increase in population. 
In comparison villi other large cities 
of Holland. Rotterdam has mude the 
most rapid growth, having increased 
by 539.37 per cent, in (he period from 
Loh) to December 21. 1906, while the 
percentage of Increase in The Hague 
and Amsterdam was 443.82 and 27*. s 
respectively, in the same length of 
lime. 

The general tendency of movement 
from the country to the larger cities 
is to a great extent responsible for the 
increasing urban population. The 
Hague evldentl> has the most atlfttc- 
for people moving to cities, hut 
Rotterdam has pro 

of such increase, especially during the 
past six scars, as thousands of well- 
to-do people and business men have 
mined their residence from here to 
The Hague, coming up In the morning 
and going home in Hie afternoon by 
special, railway trains which cover the 
distance between theseitwo places in 
twenty minutes. However, Rotterdam 
is waking up to lit..' responsibilities 
and consequences of tin- enormous 
growth of her population. An ener- 
getic city government is in charge of 
this port, which is constantly assum- 
ing the character of u metropolis, with 
all the material demands and moral 
obligations connected therewith.
